Troops Rushed to 
Stop Bombay Riots 


64 Dead, 650 Wounded as 


Hindu-Moslem Fight- 


ing Continues 


BOMBAY, India.-(fl')—Armored cars 


from Foona patrolled the streets of 
Bombay Tuesday and troops rushed 
here in their wake to quell fierce 
lighting of .Hindus and Moslems in 
which 64 have been killed and at least 
650 wounded the past three days. 


Whole districts of Bombay were in 


a state of siege Monday night as the 
riots between the hostile races raged 
unabated, after having taken a further 
toll of 40 lives during the day. 


The second battalion of the Green 


Howards, a British regiment stationed 
at Poona, left at an hour's notice ear- 
ly Tuesday aboard fast spuiial trains 
for this city. The tanks had been or- 
dered here only a few hours before. 
During the night mobs if men, wield- 
ing forbidden iron rods, knives, stones 
and bottles, swirled through the streets 
in fierce combat by the light of huge 
bonfires. Other mobs looted Moslem 
shops. Police struggled to restore or- 
der, firing into the rioters in several 
parts of the city.
